In  District  No.  1,  the  same  teacher  as  last  year  was  cm- 
ployed  for  the  summer  term,  and  with  like  success.  She 
.says  :  "I  found  my  pupils,  with  few  e.Kceptions,  interesting 
and  interested.  Many  of  the  larger  ones  have  an  ambition 
to  excel  in  scholarship  and  deportment  which  cannot  bo 
too  highly  commended." 

She  kept  a  private  school  of  two  monthS;  after  the  end  of

her  terra,  and  it  was  largely  atteaded  from  this    and    other 
districts 

The  teacher  of  the  winter  school  was  young-,  inexpe- 
rienced, and  labored  under  great  disadvaiitages  from  mak- 
ing his  first  effort  as  a  teacher  in  a  school  where  he  was 
himself,  but  a  few  years  before,  a  scholar,  and  where  doubt- 
less there  was  some  prejudice  against  him,  and  some  dis- 
satisfaction beforehand  with  his  being  employed.  Conse- 
quently, while  he  worked  hard  in  trying  to  do  his  duty, 
and  some  of  the  scholars  did  well,  the  school  was  not  very 
successful,  as  it  was  hardly  possible  it  should  bo.  It  is 
very  sad  to  see  any  pupils  utterly  indiilereut  to  their  own 
improvement  as  a  number  in  this  school  for  the  winter 
plainly  appeared  to  be. 

It  is  the  largest  and  most  difficult  school  in  town,  and 
needs  always  a  teacher  of  experience  and  of  superior 
qualifications. 

In  District  No.  2,  the  summer  school  was  taught  by  the 
same  teacher  as  for  two  years  before,  and  with  like  success 
and  acceptance.  The  winter  school,  taught  by  the  teacher 
of  No.  .3,  in  the  summer,  was  very  successful  and  useful. 

She  says  :  "1  would  call  your  attention  to  those  schol- 
ars who  deserve  commendation  for  regularity  of  attendance 
daring  the  winter  term.  Not  absent,  Bessie  Chesley,  Ed- 
die Pendexter  ;  not  tardy,  Addie  Chesley,  Bessie  Chesley, 
George  Palmer.'' 

Every  year's  experience  confii'ms  my  belief  that  the  en- 
largement of  this  school,  by  the  union  of  the  district  witli 
the  adjoining  one  in  Madbnry,  has  more  than  doubled  its 
usefulness  to  the  scholars  of  each. 

Is  Dis.  No.  3,  the  school  had  very  good  teachers  during 
both  seasons,  and  did  as  much  good  as  could  be  expected 
from  the  short  time'it  wa3  kept,  only  12  1-2  weeks  in  the 
year.     It  is  not  half  enough. 

In  District  No.  4,  both  teachers  were  nearly  or  quite 
without  previous  experience.  Both  tried  to  do  sheir  duty, 
and  were  useful,  especially  the  teacher  of  the  winter  school.

Tlie3^  will  both  iiuprove  with  experience  in  the  regulation,, 
skillful  management,  and  tact,  which  are  alwaj's  necessary 
to  a  high  degree  of  success  ia  teaching. 

The  house  is  in  so  bad  a  condition  that  no  school  in  it 
can  do  much  good  in  stormy  or  severe  weather. 

In  Distkict  No.  5,  the  teacher,  with  large  and  successful 
experience,  taught  for  the  first  time  in  her  native  district. 
There  was  an  unusual  regularity  and  punctuality  of  attend- 
ance Of  35  scholars  the  average  was  31.  In  the  sum- 
mer of  33,  average  30  1-2.  Only  8  cases  of  tardiness  are 
reported  for  the  summer  and  26  for  the  winter  ;  15  in  the 
summer  and  7  in  the  winter  were  not  absent  a  day.  The 
teacher  says  she  "found  annoyance  for  a  few  days  occa- 
sioned by  the  attempt  of  a  lad  to  be  master.  But  as  he 
was  sustained  neither  by  his  parents  at  home  nor  by  other 
members  of  the  family  at  school,  nor  by  any  other  member 
of  the  school,  the  trouble  and  boy  disappeared  together. 
The  brother  next  in  age  to  this  rogue  had  the  highest  rank 
m  deportment  of  any  member  during  the  winter  term.  So 
far  as  I  know,  the  parents  have  sustained  me  in  all  my  do- 
ings, and  if  in  anything  I  have  failed,  it  seems  to  me  not 
to  have  been  from  lack  of  their  co-operation." 

The  school  house  has  been  repaired,  as  it  has  much  need- 
ed to  be  for  years  past.  The  school  room  is  made  comfort- 
able and  convenient.  But  I  regret  that  in  painting  the 
wood  work  a  color  was  chosen  so  sombre  as  a  dark,  dull 
green.  Some  lighter,  brighter  and  more  cheerful  color 
would  have  made  the  room  much  more  pleasant  and  attrac- 
tive. 

In  Distkict  No.  G,  the  school  is  the  smallest  in  town.  It 
is  much  t')  bo  regretted  that  the  location  seems  to  forbid 
its  union  vrith  any  other  district.  The  teacher  has  done 
"well  ;  and  she  ought  to  be  heard  in  what  she  says, 

"  The  school  is  so  small  that  it  is  regarded  as  of  no  im- 
portance by  the  people  of  the  district,  or  at  leaet  it  would 
so  appear  if  we  might  judge  from  the  interest  manifested. 
Not  one  person  having  scholars  in  the  school   has   cheered 
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and  encouraged  the  teacher  or   scholars   by   even    a    short 
visit,  though  repeatedly  urged  to  do  so.     If  by  any  means 
they  could  be  induced  so  to  do,  I  do    think  there  would  be 
something  done  to  repair  the  house,  which  is  in  a  sadly  di- 
lapidated condition.     Scarcely  is  there  a  desk  but  will   re- 
spond with  an    answering    squeak    to  the    lightest   touch. 
Having   been    annoyed   by  it   for  lY  weeks,  I   fain    would 
spare  the  nerves  of  my  successor,  if  by  any  words  of  mine 
I  could  induce  the  district  to  make  the   necessary  repairs. 
The  scholars  have  been,  with  scarcely    an   exception,    uni- 
formly kind,  yielding  obedience  to  the  teacher   with    ready 
cheerfulness.     I  think  they  are  really  deserving    of   a    bet- 
ter room.'' 

In  District  No.  t,  the  school  has  given  great  satisfaction 
in  both  terms.     The   teacher   of  the    suininer  school,    the 
same  as  last  year,  improves  with  experience,  as  every  good 
teacher  will.     The  teacher  of  the  winter  school  had    before 
taugtit  two  terms  in  No.  9,  and  this  district    could   not    be 
Batisfied  without  an  additional  month  of  private  school  kept 
by  her.     The  satisfaction  seems  to  have  been  mutual  ;  for 
she  says  :  "It  has  been  the  pleasantest  school  I    ever   had 
charge  of."     ....     Those  who   have   not  been    absent 
nor  tardy  during  the  term   are   Jacob    Meader,    Emma    E. 
Mathes,   Emma  0.    Mathes,    Ida   J    Meader,    Hannah    A. 

Mathes." 

The  interest  of  the  people  in  this  district  is  an  example 
to  those  of  other  districts,  and  has  its  reward  in  commonly 
securing  a  good  school. 

The  house  is  kept  in  the  best  condition,  and  furnished 
with  some  apparatus,  a  clock,  thermometer,  globe,  arith- 
metical blocks  and  map  of  the  United  States. 

In  District  No.  8,  the  teacher  of  the  summer  school  was 
competent  in  knowledge,  ellScient  and  successful  in  man- 
agement, and  did  as  much  good  as  the  short  terra  of  six 
weeks  would  allow.  The  teacher  of  the  winter  school  was 
abundantly  competent,  being  a  graduate  of  Harvard  Col- 
lege, and  was  useful  ;  but  a  little  more  promptness  and 
energy  would  have  increased  his  usefulness. 


I.v  District  No.  9,  the  energetic  and  experienced  teacher 
did  her  work  well.  She  complains  of  irregularity  in  at- 
tendance, and  ascribes  the  fault,  in  part,  to  parents. 
"When  they  consider  visiting,  gunning  and  fishing  of  more 
importance  than  the  cultivation  of  the  mind,  and  keep  their 
children  out  of  school  for  these  things,  they  cannot  but  ex- 
pect that  their  children  will  imbibe  the  same  ideas,  snd  con- 
sider it  a  matter  of  little  importance,  whether  they  spend 
their  time  idly  lounging  in  a  store,  shop  or  at  play  on  the 
timbers  of  a  new  building  within  sound  of  the  school  bell, 
or  in  the  school  room.  Parents  should  cease  to  complain 
of  the  inefficiency  of  teachers  so  long  as  they  suffer  such 
things  to  be.  When  they  do  their  duty  they  may  expect 
the  same  of  the  instructors  of  their  children. 

Those  not  absent  or  tardy  in  the  summer  terra,  were 
Jennie  E.  Chapman  and  Hattie  T.  Chapman  ;  in  the  2d 
teim,  Eddie  Davis,  Thomas  Barrett,  Jennie  E.  Chapman, 
Hattie  T.  Chapman." 

In  Dtstrict  No.  10,  the  teacher  of  the  summer  school  be- 
gan as  I  thought  with  a  fair  prospect  of  doing  well.  But 
from  some  causes  she  is  reported  not  to  have  boon  so  suc- 
cessful as  I  hoped.  I  was  not  able  to  visit  the  school 
near   the   close  from  being  out  of  town. 

The  second  term  rather  surpassed  my  expectations  by 
its  favorable  appearance  in  progress,  and  especially  at  the 
end. 

Lizzie  E.  Blanchard,  not  absent  or  tardy  in  either  term  ; 
Annie  G.  Blanchard,  not  absent  or  tardy  in  the  first  term, 
uor  but  one  day  in  the  second. 

Dictionaries. — By  authority  of  a  vote  of  the  town,  at  the 
last  annual  meeting,  a  copy  of  Webster's  Unabridged  Dic- 
tionary, the  last  edition,  was  placed  in  each  school  house 
in  the  month  of  June.  The  books  cost  $9  each,  $90  in  all. 
They  were  v>^ell  covered  with  strong  paper,  and  marked 
each  for  the  district  to  which  it  belongs.  They  wore  very 
acceptable  and  useful  to  the  teachers  and  more  advanced 
•scholai's. 
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More  Schoolixg  Wanted. — The  greatest  ainouat  of  pub- 
lic schooling  in  any  district  for  the  year,  vras  in  No.  5 — 
21  1-2  weeks  ;  the  smallest  in  No  3—12  1-2  weeks.  The 
largest  is  not  more  than  two-thirds  as  much  as  there  should 
be  in  every  district. 

Frivate  schooU  have  made  up  the  deficiency  in  part  for 
some  of  the  districts, — 2  months  each  in  No.  1  and  No  8, 
and  jSTmonth?  each  in  No.  2  and  No,  7.  But  the  deiiciency 
has  not  been  repaired  at  all  in  the  other  districts.  And  the 
smaller  districts  generally  have  no  suflicient  provision  for 
the  education  of  their  children. 

The  diminished  amount  of  money  coming  from  the  State 
for  the  schools,  seems  to  make  it  necessary  that  an  in- 
creased amount  should  be  raised  by  the  town.  And  five 
hundred  dollars  is  not  too  much  for  an  object  so  needy  and 
so  important  to  the  welfare  of  the  whole  people. 

School  ITouses  should  be  made  Attractive. — They  should 
be  located  in  pleasant  places  ;  should  be  kept  in  good  re- 
pair within  and  without  ;  should  be  made  always  comfort- 
able, and  neat,  and  tasteful.  They  should  bo  surrounded 
with  trees  for  ornament  and  for  shade  in  the  heat  of  sum- 
mer. From  six  to  twelve  pretty  trees  might  be  set  around 
each  school  house  and  well  protected  by  a  little  labor  of 
men  in  the  district,  without  anj^  other  expense.  Surely  it 
is  worth  ail  reasonable  care  and  effort,  all  it  will  cost,  to 
make  the  places  where  our  children  are  taught,  agreeable 
and  attractive^  spots  of  beauty,  furnishing  their  minds  with 
pleasant  memories  of  childhood  and  school  da^-s.  In  this 
way  there  will  be  made  a  real  and  not  small  contribution  to 
the  means  of  their  intelligence,  virtue,  and  happiness 
through  all  their  life. 

I  am  sorry  that  I  am  oblighed  to  saj^  again  there  are 
school  hvHscs  utterly  unfit  for  their  purpose,  three  especially, 
those  in  Districts  Nos.  4,  6  and  10.  Will  not  the  people  in 
those  districts  better  provide  for  the  good  of  their  children 
and  for  their  own  honor  as  parents  and  citizens  ? 


ScnooL  PooKS.  Tho  Bible  ;  The  Progi-cssivo  Readers  and 
Speller  ;  Colburn's  First  Lessons  in  Arithmetic,  and  Green- 
leaf's  Arithmetics  ;  Golton  and  Fitch's  Geography  ;  Weld 
and  Quaclienbos's  Grammar  ;  and  Quackenbos'e  History 
of  the  United  States.  On  these  subjects  no  other  books  are 
used  as  authorized  by  tho  Committee. 

The  greatest  want  of  our  schools,  as  I  have  said  at  other 
times,  is  increased  interest  manifested  by  the  people  in  visit- 
ing them,  in  a  constant,  watcliful,  kindly  care  for  them, 
and  by  co-operation  with  the  teachers  in  all  proper  efforts 
for  their  usefulness.  In  this  respect  tho  Point  District,  No. 
T,  has  furnished  a  good  example  most  of  the  time  .«;ince  the 
building  of  the  present  school  house.  If  the  people  of  the 
town  generally  would  do  as  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
people  in  that  district  have  done,  there  would  be  a  constant, 
improvement  of  our  schools,  until  they  would  become  very 
nearly  what  they  ought  to  be. 

A  Free  Higij  School  is  wanted  to  complete  our  system 
of  popular  education  for  the  town.  Is  there  not  some  man 
of  property  among  us  willing  to  endow  such  a  school,  who 
will,  with  wise  consultation  and  judicious  plan,  organize  it, 
provide  for  its  permanent  useful  maintenance,  and  thus  do 
one  of  the  best  things  that  can  be  for  his  own  enduring 
honor,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  future  generations  who  are 
to  live  here  ?  ALVAN  TOBEY,
